in Afia, not only an eaormous deference to the complaints 
of their fubj-éts, but niany inflances where the anvil fero- 
cious tyrants have borne, without refeaturen:, the fevereft 
truths, and keenelt farcafms, when delivered with a~ bold 
{pirit and a ready wit. 

The great defers of Naubendigan had been iafelled by a

They have the pleafure to add, that the teRimony of the 
Phyficians in general concurs in declaring the ftate of 
health of this city t be at leaft as good as it ordinarily is 
at this {cafon of the year.
